Obstacles Removed 
The so-called “anti-bucketing” law 
has. been equipped with teeth, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ottinger, and he expects 


that with the resulting removal of. 
legal obstacles his agents will be able 


to obtain prompt action in all cases. 
Commenting further on his crusade 
and the provisions of the new law, 
Mr. Ottinger said: 


Under the Martin Act we have al- 
ready strangled several gigantic 
stock swindles and pumctured many 
smaller fraudulent bubbles. Now the 
field is so broadened and so many 
crudities and defects in the machin- 
ery of enforcement are removed that 
we will be able to operate without 
hobbles. 

The field of the act is enlarged so 
that it will cover the sale of com- 
modities for future delivery, dealt in 
on exchanges; also dealings in for- 
eign money and exchange. 


Enforcement Mechanism 


The enforcement mechanism re- 
ceives increased horsepower and 
precision, in that provision is made 
for the appointment of a receiver 
and the sequestration of property 
derived from the fraudulent prac- 
tices for the benefit of parties hav- 
ing an interest; that a refusal to 
testify shal! .be prima facie evidence 
of. fraudulent practice; that the im- 
munity granted to witnesses shall 
be more restricted than at present 
and more clearly defined; that 
notice of new issues of certain types 
of securities shall be published in a 
designated paper and that copies of 
such notice shall come to the At- 
‘torney-General : 
The new law has great merit. It 
was passed in both houses of the 
Legislature almost unopposed. ° It 
has the approval and support of the 
entire reputable. business commu- 
nity. Their suggestions, those of the 
Better Business Bureau and emi- 
nent members of the bar have been 
sought and incorporated in this bill. 
It approximately extends the scope 
of the existing statute to analogous 
fraudulent practices. It elimintes 

defects and crudities in the machin- 
ery of enforcement. I am confident 
that it will facilitate the making of 
real strides toward accomplishing 
the intent of the Martin Act..

Franc Drops in London 


LONDON, April 3 (&)—wWhile offi- 
cial comment on the French financial 
crisis and the resignation of M. Clem- 
entel was withheld at the Treasury 
today, the exchange market was not 
so reticent, and apprehensions were 
expressed that the reported decision 
to extend the Bank of France’s note 
circulation might lead to further in- 
flation. 

Paris dispatches today quote the 
new Finance Minister as announcing 
that the French Government’s bill 
intended to provide for the needs of 
the Treasury would not include pro- 
vision for any new issue of bank 
bilis. 

On this ground the French franc

theme of the fifth and last Harvard | 
lecture on the Godkin Foundation, 
delivered in Harvard Hall this noon 
by Robert Luce (R.), Representative 
from Massachusetts. 

Mr. Luce said, in part: 


. Possibly Congress is in greater 
disfavor today than at any previous 
period of its history. The same 
thing may be true of the state legis- 
latures. It is said to be true of 
Parliament and of, at any rate, the 
older assemblies of the European 
Continent. To try to learn the cause 
and the remedy is worth while. 

Let the inquiry be prefaced by 
‘observing that criticism of law- 
makers and of laws is, always has 
been, and doubtless always will be 
a favorite occupation of mankind. 

Such considerations may account 
for that part of the eriticism which 
can be matched by like criticism in 
all ages of al lands, but beyond it 
must be recognized widespread be- 
lief hy fair, candid, normal men that 
there has heen deterioration in laiw- 
making bodies and that representa- 
tive institutions as we know them 
approach failure. What has _ pro- 
duced this belief? 


Influence of Press 


First may be named discontent 
with results. Democracy has disap- 
pointed. It has not brought the mil- 
lennium. Faith has given place to 
doubt. The volume of individual dis- 
content has been vastly increased in 
the last 75 years by the spread of 
what we commonly call education 
when we have in mind the schooling 
that now lets men and women by the 
million acquire information of a sort 
and learn of miscellaneous opinion. 
The bulk of this comes to them 
through those newspapers that em- 
phasize the abnormal things in life, 
and the abnormal is that which is 
contrary to law, whether it be the 
unwritten law of customs, habits, and 
manners that makes up probably 
nine-tenths of the inhibitions on per- 
sonal conduct, or the written law 
brought into play to supplement the 
unwritten law in the matter of the 
other tenth. 

Of late the moving pictures have 
added their influence to the cult of 
the abnormal. All this has con- 
tributed to breaking down the re- 
spect for that in life which is nor- 
mal, natural, customary, lawful. 

Particularly influential in the 
matter of the public attitude toward 
its law makers and administrative 
Officials has been the course of the 
press. Half a century ago it was 
possible to find in many journals a 
reasonably thorough, dignified, and 
instructive report of legislative pro- 
ceedings, adequately informing the 
public of what took place, with an 
attention to proportion meant to 
satisfy an intelligent reader inter- 
ested in public affairs. Today such 
a report is rare. 

With but few exceptions the 
larger papers will not give it space. 
They will print only the spectacular 
matter or that which pertains to 
topics presumed to have exceptional 
popular interest. lLegislatinge is 
rarely dramatic. Having learned that 
more meney is to be made by enter- 
tainment -than by instru¢tion, most 
publishers of course follow the more 
attractive path. The result is that

the amusing, the undignified, the 
foolish doings of lawmakers are

The same thing is true of the ad- 
ministrative fleld of public service. 
The ordinary, day-by-day contribu- 
tions of public servants to the com- 
mon welfare get scant notice, but 
their errors and crimes are blazoned 
abread. Is it not inevitable that the 
public should have a distorted idea 
of public life? 


Wealth and Its Influence 


Next, we must reckon with the 
effect of the material and social 
changes of the last two generations. 
The growth of wealth has affected 
the standing of legislative bodies 
through exposing them to more

Senate. The corporate form of com- - 


mercial activity lends itself particu- 
larly to methods that eliminate the 
restraining power of individual con- 
science. Also, through the money at 
command, it has made possible an 
unprecedented development of the 
art of propaganda, by which an arti- 
ficial opinion may be created for the 
purpose of accomplishing selfish 
ends. , 

The associations and organiza- 
tions of many kinds that have had, 
of late, such phenomenal growth, 
have resorted to like methods for 
like ends. The device tends not only 
to muddle public opinion itself, but 
also to vitiate the processes we have 
devised for putting opinion into 
action. ; 

Furthermore the progress of sci- 
ence by leaps and bounds has 
brought to lawmaking bodies a great 
variety of problems calling for 
technical knowledge that cannot be 
adequately supplied by representa- 
tives chosen for the most part with 
no regard to special training. Pub- 
lic life rarely attracts experts. Nei- 
ther does it often enlist exceptional 
men of affairs. 

The criticism showered on Con- 
gress and the legislatures may be 
of itself one cause for more criti- 
cism. Surely, it does not encourage 
promising young men to choose pub- 
lic life as a career. 

Methods of selection are still in 
process of development. There is no 
proof that the various extensions of 
the suffrage have contributed any- 
thing toward more satisfactory 
government,whatever may have been 
their indirect advantages. The pre- 
liminary, the nominating processes 
have made gain by changes: from 
time to time, but the most recent, 
the primary, is evidently but a step 
toward something better. The most 
interesting and perhaps the most 
promising movement how in sight 
appears in some of the newer Con- 
stitutions of Continental Europe in 
the shape of provisions looking to 
the representation of interests, of 
groups and classes, in addition to the 
familiar numerical and geographi- 
cal representation. 


Try to Do Too Much 


In our own country the proposals 
for structural or technical changes 
furnish less hope and make little 
headway. Group representation has 
been attempted in Congress by the 
formation of one disturbing faction, 
the agricultural bloc, but its in- 
fluence was. short-lived and the ex- 
periment was not successful enough 
to incite imitation. The agitation 
for smaller houses, even to the point 
of the commission form of govern- 
ment, has not vet wholly died out 
in some of our western states, but 
seems to make no headway, and 
of course it is not to be considered 
in connection with Congress. Neither 
will Congress be touched by anv dis- 
cussion of the unicameral system, 
for structural change of the national 
government in our time is out of the 
question.

No- 
body yet suggests that it be used to 
weaken the backbone of Congress. 
Such remedies do not go to the 
root of the difficulty. They would not 
reach the chief source of trouble in 
our lawmaking bodies, state and na- 
tional. The real cause is the attempt 
to do more work than can be well 
done under present conditions. We 
have been blind to what has been 
brought about by the growth of pop- 
ulation: by the march of science; by 
the triumphs of invention: by the 
economic and social changes of the 
last 50 years. We vainly try to cope 
With the results by the use of ma- 
chinery long outgrown. By reason of 
an exaggerated respect for prece- 
dent or of inertia or of timidity we 
refuse to scrap that part of- the ma- 
chinery which no longer accom- 
Plishes a useful purpose and we re- 
fuse to adjust the rest of it to mod- 
ern conditions. 
When a manufacturer finds he can 
no longer handle the work pressed; 
upon him, he will either tune up his 


machinery so that with the same 
plant he can turn out more product, 
or he will add more plant. Either or 
both of these things can be done with 
the machinery of legislation. With- 
out doing any person or any interest 
serious harm, the procedure of Con- 
gress could be so improved along 
lines already thoroughly tested by 
other important legislative bodies, 
that one-third more work could be 
done in the time now usual. Or by 


using methods familiar in England 
and on the Continent of Furope, 
enough work might be shifted from 
Congress to other agencies so that 
Congress could probably handle with 
ease all that would remain.

Eligibility Issue 


The text of the note as finally de- 
livered is understood to be somewhat 
modified, but the appeal to the 
President to reconsider certain. as- 
pects of his award remains. The 
note is in the form of a ‘memorial, 
especially requesting greater protec- 
tion for Peruvians and an extension 
of the rights of Peruvian nationals 
enabling those who were expelled 
from the Tacna-Arica territory to 
vote. The language is said to follow 
the usual diplomatic custom, being 
courteous and friendly. 

In addition to the request for pro- 
tection and extension of the voting 
privilege to former Peruvian res- 
idents of the territory, the note asks 
that Peruvians who have been con- 
victed of*crimes on ‘hat they con- 
sider “trumped up charges” be pef- 
mitted to vote. Request is made for 
their retrial under protection. 


The State Department has trans- 
mitted the memorial to the Presi- 
dent, but as the adviser of the Presi- 
dent on foreign matters, Mr. Kellogg 
will go into the matter with the 
President. 


Final Deeision 


The arbitration protocol signed by 
the two governments, in submitting 
the dispute to the President for arbi- 
tration, agreed that his decision 
would be accepted as final. The 
President, therefore, would be well 
within his rights in refusing to alter 
his decision in any particular, espe- 
cially as the Peruvians had every 
opportunity to present their case in 
full before the award was made. 
However, the President is expected 
to reply to Peru in such a way as 
will eniphasize his impartiality in 
arriving at a decision.

INTELLIGENC E TESTS 
MADE IN SCHOOLS

Experiments in Boston Show 
Boys and Girls Equal 


Intelligence tests of the thousands 
of pupils in Boston’s grammar and 
high schools prove that the boys and 
girls are exactly on a par in intelli- 
gence, Arthur W. Kallom, assistant 
director of educational investigation 
and measurement in the Boston 
schools, stated yesterday after a 
close study of the records. 

Intelligence tests are useful in 
showing the teacher as well as the 
pupil where each pupil stands in the 
sepurate studies, Mr. Kallom says. 
A class or a pupil may be shown to 
be“sotd’ in one subject but “poor” 
in another. The child who is profi- 
cient in one subject can be equally 
so in another, and it is the duty of 
the teacher to bring each pupil and 
each class to the standard set for the 
grade, he adds. 

In Boston _the tests show that in 
every classroom .there is a large 
group whose average is about the 
Same; a smaller group of higher 
average and a Small group of lower 
average. It is the aim of the school 
to give each group the grade of work 
suited to it but the chief value of 
the tests, Mr. Kallom says, is to 
Show the individual ability of the 
pupils. Many times a pupil has been 
supposed to be backward when he 
was lazy or disinterested, while an- 
other was thought to be forward 
when in reality he showed only cer- 
tain skills.

This done, she took it home, and her 
husband unloaded it and put it under 
cover. For the lumber, paid 
$1.69, and the of ripping was 
40 cents, 

Painting and Placing 

In her spare time the amateur car- 
sawed out the lengths and 
each piece separately. This 
she did because for her it was the 
easiest upd most convenient way of 
painting. It eliminated standing on a 
ladder which would have been neces- 
sary after the trellis was built. Also 
the paint did not spatter as much as 
it would have done when paint 
brush. hit the angles, and every inch 
of the wood received paint whereas 
had the painting been done after 
building, the parts which lapped each 
other would have taken water and 
have rotted more quickly. One quart 
of outside white gave the trellises 
three coats of paint each, The cost 
of this was $1 for the paint and 20 
cents for a linseed oll to 
thin it with.

Seven years is no definite period 
in history, which is seldom divided 
into such small chapters. But the 
New Palestine is a historical creation 
which baffles and defies many a hard 
and fast historical rule. Itself the 
outcome of a long historical process, 
it has disregarded many otherwise 
fallible rules of history, and though 
the seven years of the New Palestine, 
the Palestine which began with the 
inauguration of the Balfour Decla- 
ration policy, cannot be taken as an 
independent epoch in the history of 
the country, they may, nevertheless, 
serve as a criterion to foreshadow 
the future destinies of this small, yet 
astly significant, land of three faiths. 

The genesis of the New Palestine 
cannot be understood without a 
knowledge of the land’s past history. 


Palestine’s New Chapter 


Until seven years ago no conquering 
nation worthy of the name ‘had 
stepped over the land. On the other 
hand, no civilization that had been 
established there had failed to leave 
its impress on the iand. The arche- 
ological treasures of the country, 
revealed or indicated, bear testimony 
to this. There are traces of innum- 
erable cultures and civilizations; 
some gave way to more powerful 
ones, some collided, some amalga- 
mated with others and produced a 
bastard type of pseudo-civilization— 
that type the most fertile soil of 
which has ever been the Levant. But, 
if it be true that Palestine’s soil has 
absorbed many civilizations, it is 


equally true that few, if any, of the} 


“true Palestinian assets.” Greeks, 
Romans, Persians, -Parthians, Ara- 
bians and Turks have left Palestine 
one after another without carrying 
with. them any of those attributes 
which only Palestine could breed. 
They left it and their sojourn in the 
land was effaced from their histori- 
cal records immediately upon their 
leaving the land. 

It ‘fell to the lot of one race, how- 
ever, to carry with them, throughout 
their exile from the land which has 
given tothe world the Christian 
Bible, Palestine’s memoriés, Pales- 
tine’s culture and even, in spite of 
many statements to the contrary, 
Palestine’s language.

/'Was as remote as 1751, if the term 
| newspaper” is broadly applied to 
‘any sheets disseminated among the 
| people in order that the news of the 
\day could be conveyed to them. But 
the parents of the present day news- 
papers were not <:o far distant. 

The Yosho Shirabe Jo Kigenko 
| (The Origin of the Institute for the 
Study of Foreign Books), which dealt 
with the origin of the institute estab- 
lished by the Tokugawa Government 
for the investigation of foreign 
books, had the following to say: 

“On December 3, 1860, Tatsunosuke 
Hori became an assistant instructor 
in English. On December 26, Kenzo 
Honda, Yetsujiro Suwa, and Yogoro 
Haruta were appointed librarians. 
On December 27, some copyists were 
‘appointed. They were Taiho Kaneko, 
‘Tatsunosuke Kosuge, Kimpachiro 


suke Yoshida. Yoshida was 
chief copyist. These copyists took | 
‘copy of what was dictated by instruc- 
tors who verbally translated news 
‘from foreign papers. These copies 
were later printed with wooden block

A year ago the cotton textile indus- 
try was passing through the worst de- 
pression in its history. Cotton had ad- 
vanced 10 cents a pound to 37 cents 
earlier in the year, but prices for goods 
stubbornly refused to follow. By April 
cotton had sagged to 30 cents and 
later to 22 cents, forcing mills to take 
staggering inventory losses. 


Mills Now Making Money 


The market for goods in the spring 
of 1924 was stagnant and the prices 
buyers were willing to pay almost 
ridiculous. The mills thereupon adopted 
the most extensive curtailment pro- 
gram ever recorded. The industry as 
a whole reduced to 60 per cent Cca- 
pacity, and the low figure for Massa- 
chusetts was about 40 per cent. Dur-,| 
ing the first-half year 18 Massachu- | 
setts cotton mills cut or reduced divi-.| 
dends.

adding a notable architectural adornment to 
the most spectacular section of Chicago, As 
an exponent of wealth, not hitherto subjected 
to conscription, the Tribune should speak with 
authority. 

Seemingly, however, the writers of the varl- 
ous attacks made in these papers upon the 
peace plan overlook the fundamental purpose 
of that proposition, It is not intended to make 
the prospect of war pleasing, but rather to give 
warning to classes of society, hitherto little 
injured by war, that the next conflict will hit 
them nearly as hard as it will the soldiers sent 
out to suffer and to perish. It is intended not 
only to eliminate absolutely all chance of indi- 
vidual profit from industrial and’commercial 
operations during the period of the war, but 
also to make the personal sacrifices of those 
who satay at home, in the way of leisure, dig- 
nity and comfort, correspond more nearly to 
those of the men forced into the field, It does 
not contemplate a pleasant or a uniformly just 
state of society during the war-time period, It 
only purposes to enforce upon the = stay-at- 
homes and the profiteers unjust and unpleas- 
ant conditions as nearly as possible equiva- 
Jent to those suffered by the soldiers. 

Liberty, in a recent editorial, Inquires ex- 
citedly, “Can you conscript the farmer and his 
Bon a8 you can conscript the city clerk?” You 
certainly can, and do. There were millions of 
farmers’ sons conscripted in the last war. We 
had not heard before that the rigors of con- 
scription were limited to the city clerk. If a 
farmer's son can be conscripted and set to dig- 
ging trenches, we see no reason why he, and 
his father as well, cannot be conscripted and 
set to digging in the flelds. As a matter of fact, 
the farming community is the one which would 
suffer least by the operation of the peace plan. 
Even with wheat at $2.50, it was not among 
farmers that war-time profits were exorbitant. 
It was not on the farma that the contrast be- 
tween the earnings of the slacker and the 
soldier’s $30 a month was most glaring. 

Liberty informs its readers oracularly, “An 
army needs behind it a prosperous country.” 
It does. But it is not necessary that the fruits 
of that prosperity shall be enjoyed, exclusively 
and extravagantly, by those who for one reason 
or another have escaped service in the fleld. It 
is not essential that war-time millionaires 
should be made at the same time that war debts 
are rolled up, to be painfully met in later years 
by the soldier and his descendants. 

The argument is made that industry could 
not be effectively organized and production 
stimulated to its highést point if the incentive 
of profit were removed. But nothing in peace 
is so efficient, so disciplined, as an army in war. 
It is futile to say that the power which took 
the city clerk and the farmers’ sons by the 
millions and in a few months made them adepts 
in the art of war could not control and direct 
men in essential industries. As a matter of 
fact, in the recent war it was the governmental 
urgency that forced the speeding up of indus- 
try. Itis also a fact that, under the rapid exten- 
sion of the War Industries Board, all the essen- 
tials of the Monitor’s plan would have been 
put into effect had the recent war lasted an- 
other year. Precisely as armies in the fleld 
have always been enabled to meet conditions 
not thoroughly foreseen at the opening of war, 
gO Will the industrial and financial army at 
home. But it will be a “thin time” for the 
profiteer and for the great but not noble army 
of those who are unwilling to make sacrifices 
for their country. With such a prospect before 
them, we may well anticipate that their voices 
will be-unfalteringly for peace. 


Since the Senate of Canada ratified the treaty 
between the Dominion and the United States to 
suppress smuggling, a 
new curb has been 
placed on the conspira- 
tors against prohibition, 
International liquor in- 
terests have operated 
from points of vantage 
J} in the Dominion, tor 

several years, against 
the American boundary line. Canadian public 
opinion has been strongly averse to this state 
of conspiracy within the Dominion to defeat 
the Jaws of a friendly neighbor; but hitherto 
the reactionary forces have blocked legislation 
which would curb the liquor invasion. 

The new treaty is the outcome of a confer- 
ence between Dominion ministers and officials 
of the United States Administration, who met 
in Ottawa in the autumn of 1923. The United 
States desired the co-operation of Canada par- 
ticularly in checking the shipment of cargoes 
of liquor from Canadian ports which were 
quite obviously destined for points across the 
international boundary line. Vessels laden with 
liquor would clear for “Cuba” or “Mexico,” via 
the Chippawa and Niagara rivers, or some- 
where else on the Canadian side above Niagara 
Falls, and return empty within a few days for 
another cargo. Similar smuggling operations 
have been carried on flagrantly from British 
Columbia ports, especially Vancouver. 

Some delay in ratifying the treaty has proba- 
bly been due to the request of Canada that the 
United States should reciprocate in helping to 
suppress the smuggling of dutiable goods and 
narcotics into the Dominion. As it has finally 
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broad to deal with all forms of smuggling be- 
tween the two countries, In future, the United 
States authorities will be notified of the clear- 
ance of Iiquor-laden vessels to American ports, 
or of cargoes suspected of being destined there, 
although cleared for somewhere else, 

‘Among other plans for general co-operation 
to check smuggling, the Dominion Minister of 
Customs is asking Parliament for authority to 
recruit a special preventive force for service on 
the Canadian side, It is notorious that the ex- 
porting houses in Canada supply lawbreaking 
agencies within the Dominion, as well as serve 
as bases of operation against the prohibition 
front in the United States, They import liquor 
in bond, duty free, for re-exporting. Some of 
this liquor is shipped out, ostensibly to the 
United States or to somewhere farther south, 
but actually it is carried by stealth to a remote 
landing place on the Canadian shore, to be 
smuggled back for illicit sale in Canada. A 
ledding paper in Vancouver, the Daily Prov- 
ince, recently denounced the exporting houses 
as a “standing menace to British Columbia.” 
Another effort will be made this session of the 
federal Parliament to have the exporting 
houses closed, In the meanwhile it is gratify 
ing to note that some progress ts being made 
toward curbing the liquor invasion. 


British Labor is being swayed by conflicting 
influences in regard to acceptance of the invita 
tion held out to it) by 
stanley Baldwin to co- 
operate with the em- 
ployers to restore trade, 
James Hl. Thomas, sec 
retary of th® National 
Railwaymen's Union 
and Jately colonial Sec- 
retary of State, had dif 
ficulty in obtaining a hearing at the Seottish 
Railwaymen's meeting at Glasgow on March 22, 
when he pointed out the futility of organized 
labor's attempting a “mass aftack upon the in- 
dustrial position.” This position, he said, was 
“never worse’ and he would be “no party to 
refusing to co-operate with anyone who would 
help to straighten things out.’ This line is also 
taken by other moderate Labor leaders, inelnid 
ing Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the Tx- 
Chequer in the late Government, who has pub 
lished a series of articles defending: it. 

Those opposed to this policy are also active 
Their chief spokesman is Arthur J. Cook, secre 
tary to the Miners’ Federation, who has been 
giving a number of addresses in South Wales in 
which he has declared that a vreat strugrgzle be- 
tween Capital and Labor is impending, ard ‘hat 
the miners will only get what thev are “strong 
enough to take. Speaking at New Tredevrar 
on March 21, this leader said, “Take it from me, 
and | know, before this vear is ont we are going 
fo have the fight of our lives to keep what we 
have got.” According to Mr. Cook, over 400 
collieries In Britain have already shut down, 
and there will be more stopped within the next 
few months. 

Neil MeLean, one of the Gabor members of 
the British Parliament, has told a similar story 
as regards unemployment in the engineering 
and shipbuilding trades. Addressing his con 
stituents in Glasgow on March 22, this Labor 
spokesman said in that one center there are 
137.000 workers whose weekly waves have been 
reduced from £4 &8s. in 1920 to £2 16s. now. 

Much attention has been given to the extent 
to which German competition may be respon- 
sible for this state of things. TTWwo interesting 
facts, however, have emerged, One is that this 
competition is by no means unexpected. In oa 
speech made so long ago as June 19, 1921, Regi 
nald McKenna, chairman of the Midland Bank, 
said that the reparations claims upon Germany, 
and especially the 26 per cent export duty de- 
manded by the Allies, must inevitably increase 
German competition alike in shipbuilding, trans 
port, banking and insurance business, The sec- 
ond is that, in the opinion of competent indus- 
trinlists, German competition at present is 
based upon conditions so abnormal to be 
unlikely to last, 

In a report prepared by C. I. Ramsden for the 
Mederation of British Industries, for example, 
the statement is made that the chief pull which 
the Germans have is to be found in the lowness 
of their labor costs. -These costs, however, are 
already rising. They are also to some extent 
counterbalanced by the heaviness of the rates 
which German merchants have to pay for loans. 

These facts strengthen Mr. Baldwin's conten- 
tion that, provided only Labor and Capital can 
get together, the prospects of Britain's recover- 
ing its position:in the industrial world are defi- 
nitely good. 
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Despite the varying interpretations of Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s remarks regarding loans by the 
United States Govern- 
ment, or by Americans 
individually, to foreign 
countries, the fact seems 
quite clearly established for 
that, while approving | 
the general policy of Armaments 
these advances, he’ in- EE OR 
sists that caution he ee 
exercised to assure the use of such funds for 
the stabilization of the borrowers’ Currency or 
for productive enterprises, and in no case for 
military purposes. If has not come to the 
knowledge of the President, so far as known, 
any American loans to foreign govern- 
ments, banking concerns, or individuals, have 
been used for military purposes, but it has been 
made apparent that in the future, perhaps more 
particularly than in the past, it will be incum- 
bent upon the State Department to see to it 
that no funds obtained from American sources, 
public or private, are expended in the develop- 
ment of armaments or military organizations. 

It has been made plain from thé newspaper 
accounts of the President's discussion of che 
matter that he regards favorably the private 
loan commitments to European’ countries 
where the purpose is to finance legitimate in- 
dustry and to aid production. Apparently he 
does not believe there has been an gover-exten- 
sion of American credit in this respect. In many 
cases, it is pointed out, these private loans are 
concluded without notice to the Washington 
Government. But in all instances where syndi- 
cates of bankers make large commitments,. the 
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State Department is asked to approve the loan. 
In auch cases due caution is exercised to make 
certain the use of the funds for other than 
militaristic purposes, 

Mmphasis is not given to the attitude of the 
Presidgnt in this matter because it. is assumed 
that he has departed from a polley previously 
adhered to. Neither is it intimated that recent 
extravarances in cotmmittments have persuaded 
him that a closer supervision in sueh matters 
should be attempted, But it is well, occasionally, 
lo re-state a famillar proposition, if for no other 
reason than that there shall be no temptation 
fo overstep. conservative limits. In this particu- 
lar matter it is interesting alao to observe that, 
although newspaper writers had the same’ op- 
portunity to listen to and interpret the Presi- 
dent's remarks on the subject, they seemed 
unable, for some reason, to agree as to their 
actual import. Possibly it would be better for 
all_concerned If it were permitted to quote the 
President directly when he speaks in these con- 
ferences with the press, rather than to attempt, 
by paraphrase or by Indirect reference to “the 
highest authority,” or “a White House spokes- 
man,” to interpret or disguise a direct and un- 
qualified statement,

ln arranging to send a shipload of American 
enttle and hovs as a gift to Russian Armenia, 
to serve as a nucleus for a preat farming ex 
periment undertaken by the Near Kast Relief 
at its agricultural college for Armenian. or- 
phans, the stock raisers throughout the United 
states are really butacknowledging the respon- 
sibility which their country assumed in 1919. 
Kor at that time some 26,000 orphaned and 
expatriated children in Russian Armenia were 
taken under American care. As Armenia is an 
agricultural and grazing country, fully 70 per 
eent of these boys and girls would naturally 
locate on the soil, Last vear, therefore. on a 
16, 000-n¢ere ranch which had been turned over 
to the Near Hast Relief by the Government, 
rent free, two American aericultural college 
graduates started in with 1200 hardy youths 
fo see what they could do. And this is their 
record for the twelve months: 2835 tons of 
vegetables, 235 tons of grain, 4000 tons of 
native hay, 60,000 pounds of meat and 1500 
hides. This year. they are aiming at still more 
ambitious achievements, Their enterprise is 
worthy of every encouragement. 
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It was good advice which Stanley P. Davies, 
executive secretary: of. the New York State 
Committee on Mental Hygiene, gave over the 
radio the other night, when he urged his hearers 
to “drive the worries out by filling” their “minds 
80 full of cheerful things, that there will be no 
room left for them.” And then he said. “We 
must not let such unwholesome emotions, as 
anger, fear, jealousy, envy, rage, hatred, ete.. 
become so much a part of us that they control 
us instead of our controlling them.” He added: 

“Our dispositions are not things that are fixed, like 
the color of our eves, They can be modified more or less, 
if we will do something about it. It is not easy to zet rid 
of a wrong mental habit and put a right one in its place.

The tenacity with which the people of Delaware insist 
that the whipping post shall not be uprooted, nor cor 
poral punishment of thieves, robbers, bandits and offend 
ere of similar types abandoned is truly extraordinary 
A bill for the abolition of the post has just been defeated 
In the state Legislature with but a single favoring vote 
the other thirty-one members of the House standing out 
for its continuance. The same bill, or a similar one, has 
been presented to the Legislature of Delaware at every 
Henwion for upward of thirty vears, without any 
and often without a. single friendly volce 

The defert of the measure at sucdéeeding seNBIONS 
the Assembly tndicates how flrmly tnutrenched, in 
minds of Delawareans, is the bellef that without the 
Whipping of prisoners their citles and towns would be 
the constant prey of thieves and robbers from other 
states, This conviction is based on the aAupposition that, 
Delaware being «w small State and not thoroughly safe 
guarded by officers, bandits would go there, and after 
their operations hantily excape to any one .of the tour 
big citles outside the State within three hours’ travel, 
(lius escaping detection and arrest 

ft has also been argued, in favor of the post, that 
prisoners once whipped publiely never return to the 
same community for further pilferings because of their 
wholesome fear of the cat-o'-nine-talls., 

Warden Leach of the Delaware workhouse, near Wil- 
mington, who, by the way, has done some admirable 
service in connection with the care of prisoners, and has 
in force an “honor system” that has made the Delaware 
Institution the model place. of its kind in the United 
States, furnished.the Legislature with some data——facts 
and tigures--when the bill was pending, which have 
upset all preconceived Delaware notions and pseudo- 
experiences in connection with the whipping of men at 
the post. “It has been my expertence,”. he told the Legis- 
lature at the public hearing, “that the whipping post 
does not do any good whatever a4 a means of protecting 
society, Men leave the post after punishment with a 
feeling of bitterness in thelr. breast agalinat all society, 
As a result, when the prisoners are liberated they are 
turned out into the world bitter at heart and really more 
dangerous than é¢ver, for they are in a mood that impels 
them to seek revenge against society for the wrong that 
they charge it has done them.”

of extreme abasement, whipped more than once, was 
also disproved by the warden's statistics covering four 
years, which showed that of every 100 men whipped more
